We, ourselves, io one ur two articles oh Ca- 
nadian ptdiiict which appealed it the time of 
the tliat rupture between Kir Charles uid his 
Laic Ministry, exposed Ihe trnna parent humbug 
which has been roiight to be palmed off upon 
the world for respon.ihlo goTcmment, in Ihe 
hearing* of that notable question U|Kin Ihe ini- 
pe'rial and paramount authority acknowledged 
by every colony as aubsiailng in the muther 
country. 

We hsvo now before ua a clever, though 
rather Lengthy pamphlet, published at Toronto, 
ennaidxring a wmewhit difTerenl aapect ot this 
aame question, The wriier aet* aside, for jtn 
insiint, for argument's like, the rt litive ud 
(»•> lo sxy) departmeiital position of tha colony, 
and dealt wilh the liu development in Canada 
of the " rcapnnaihlc government" d iettino, on 
the xasumed hypothesis that Canada were 
standing alone, a complete and integral atale. 
Xuw, ihia aaaumpliun is nhviouslv most 
fovourable to lhat revolutionary view of 
the responsibility of colonial administrations 
which, in tail, simply consuls in main- 
taining tfaeir •rretpontitiility lo my othir 
power thim the local population of thi) co- 
lony ; he that power the llomc liovtunment, 
the British people, the Quecn't rinrcacntiiivo, 
oi even her ILtjciiy herself; uideed, the ai- 
lutnpiion mxy be uid to be absolutely neces- 
sary lo any tenable eotudalenry of tlio revolu- 
tionary doe trine at all. Yet, even ao, and nfter 
making audi an nduiltaion as thi., the writer 
before us completely demolishes the opponents 
of Sir Charles, and piovea to a 
the aoundneaa of the liorcmor'a 
tliia cruelly vexed question 

Responaihle govemment, then, arcoirting to 
the view taken tn the pamphlet Define us, 
fnntlais simply and entirely in lhe fact of the 
(ca^mslbitity tn ihe I^i.ltture uf the rUetllB 
by md through whum the direction of all 
public affaire iaeirried on. If anything cors 
wrong, the agent or minister is re^mupii^,— he 
is suppo&ed to sppiove the enndemned act i 
fur, if he did not. he would have teai^ned 
rather than he the instrument of II. But 
thu very basis and aeaumptinn upon 
which the whole resta ia tbia,— these 
Minialert "re only agenta. and not principalt- 
Ttiey are not the executive power, bet only the 
ministers of It. If anylhing is done not 
thrnujh them or against their wiabea, 
their counjo is to irnign ; hut their con- 
stitutional remedy goea no forth- r. Tliey 
cannot do mure than refuse lo he any longer 
reaptmiilile for what they dittpprov* tejl and 
thut it becomex neeeasary that the politiet of 
the liovi tnmrnt shall be in accordance with 
thaee of Iht- Legislature. Thia it all : and it ia 
clear enough. But it is a pcrfvcllv- difTcient 
thing from thii, and s-unething very much be- 
yimd il, to eay that these niiniaien, thtesa it- 
ifio^ieuf, of the Execative, are entitled lo .«- 
aume that they • ate the principals , 

thai they TepTemoit the incurpomteill essence of 
public opinion to till time, — and that, fleet UM 
ihry may be able to nnswer lu lhe legislature 
foi thn ti t or Ihrit which may nope he auh. 
milled To ificm to rstny out, thercfute thtvmiy 
aamme the power to imnoao thepiutelvM upon 
the country, ax the famied and perpetual 
n preaonijtivM of this public opinion, as the 
oiiitinat.m. iiiitwut of the mere inatrumtnta, 
id executive govern men I. The position ia 
ohvioLUily juito u oieu :i'dc. In the Ural place, 
nuch Tnini.NTa canneil he sure that they will 
tinny*, or for an inaiant beyond the present 
moment, poaaess that conlldcnce of which 
they ao loudly boint. In the second plsce, 
even if they nntlfi bo th'it aure. they are nor 
the Government, but only the check upon it 
IU-.pnn.ible novcrnmcut duel nnt moan the 
government of. but goveinraerti *y responsible 
aga-nts.

If 
thia were not the ease, it is hit til feat that
